That official evidence 
proved for the first tino in any booic tliat Oswald A/ot only did not commit the crime but 
tliat ho could not liavo. 

It was a large book. They were to liavo retyped the ms and after months of complaint 
I finally got what had been retyped, host of it, not all, and the last page is 792. I liave 
tho disk.So do Krone, A Hd<hight and^voral you do not know. j) 

Without going into all tho broken promises relating to^JkVER AGADJiVall the tiines 
I was promised it would appear begnning with 11/93, I know for the fii'st time tliat they 
were serious about publishing it next montli when I got a copy-edited version of the ins. — 
&Ftor it had boon sent to the printer. I was sent it to answer a few insignificant ques- 
tions. Then, not having time to even read that, I got the proofs, went over and returned 
them. After they lost tho first half of wore tlian 500 pages in type they now are going 
over them. I provided xeroxes of tho pages they lost! ^long with some pictures, (if you 
liavo a print of FBI inhibit 6u I cure would like to be able to borrow it fasti) 

There is much less cut from tliis book than from Case Open. What j- had underwritten 
in 3ouo places they underwrote even more. a few tiling like tliat.
